.3,000. produce and fruit dealers throughout 
the nation have asked the President to 
appoint some 'one in their line of business 
upon the commission. ' Secretary - Morton', 
who baa been a railroad man all bis life, 
bas promised the President. to take up the 
problem of] the eupervifliod of railroad 
rates, and see what can be accomplished. 

ThiB mayjappear a little unusual for the 
Secretary oj^the Navy, but Mr. Morton ia 
a man of experience, . He believes, in the 
doctrine of .consideration of ( the rights of 
the people. -, He says the railroads should, 
not oppose rational government supervision 
and that they should cease to manipulate 
politica and legislation. The President 
insists tbat the railroads, as well as other 
interests, shall bave fair play. Reforms 
of method are needed; there is no war 
upon railroads, which are recognised, as 
the great civihzers' and* missionaries of 
the age: Secretary- Morton, advocates a"" 
central court' of interstate , commerce with 
but five judges,- instead "of 'nine, as pro- 
prosed b'y Senator Elkins.

Scientific Investigation of- Those In 
the Men'dlp HI lie: 
"Spelaeology:* "1b, .'scientific, cave 
juntlng. There js a society for that 
purpose -with headquarters in ^Earls 
which recently. Investigated thtf.'caVeB 
In the Mend Ip hills Jn "fiitgiand. These 
caves are of vast extent, perforating 
two masses of ' limestone, lying on 
either side" of a core of old fed sand- 
stone,. forming the center of the Men- 
dips. , Some are "swallet holes," ab- 
sorbing rivers, .others stalactite cav- 
erns, One, called Wookey hole, marks 
the emergence.

Just -been, found with 1,200 stalactite 
pendants, all of dazzling whiteness. 
Tho famous spring which gives t lts 
name to the town of WcIIb Is believed 
to come through hidden caverns from 
tho higher parts of the Mending.-

Pl'tco a heated soapstone wrapped 
in cloth, Into n box of proper size, and 
upon tills put the dish contnlnlug fresh 
drinking water, with n cover over tho 
dish which loaves only a Bmall part of 
tho surface of the wnter exposed.

The 
untlre fire depiirtmcnt of Hie city, assist- 
ed hyrelief coinpanlcH from St. Paul, bat- 
tled heroically with, the raging IIuuh;h, 
which were fanned by n brisk northwest 
wind, until 4 o'clock before the fire wan 
placed iimler control. 

The firemen permitted the fire to burn 
Itsolf out in one or two of the biitldhius 
almost destroyed and directed most of 
their work entirely in nn effort to save 
the buildings in close [iroxiinltj*.

BpnrkH dime Other Fires. 

This bnlldliig sun n. caught Bre and 
burned, the" sparks from It, wnfted 
blocks hy the cold north wind, cnuslug 
several small llres throuRliout the city. 

Firemen of Mlnncuiioll* nnd St. Paul 
paid no attention to the burning; build- 
Iiirs Imt K«ve nil their efforts toward sav- 
ing property within the block by throw- 
ing water on the adjoining property. 

Boutcll Brothers' and Peek's stores are 
total wrecks, and though the Powers 
Mercantile store wns saved from the 
flames it waH damaged to the cxtcut of a 
million or more by wntcr. 

Every cleetrlc light in the city was 
burned out and the dense sniuke Breatly 
hampered the firemen in their work. One 
mini was kliicd hy the buriiiuR of a livo 
wire which dropped in the street, It is 
reported that many others have been In- 
jured hy wires. 

In the front of the burning Boutcll 
Brothers building there stood a street 
car totally demolished by a fallen electric 
line pole, from which several live wires 
were burned. 

Without doubt the eotiltuKsntion wbh 
the most disastrous that has ever visited 
the city, through the v loss of life aud 
property, striking the richest aud biggest 
firms of the city. 

With the firemen working on Hotitell 
Brothers' building, the walls felt with a 
cranli, Two firemen were seen In the 
glare that lighted the wholo city to be 
buried beneath the avalanche of brick 
and mortar,

Last weeks panic in Wall street, which 
in three days reduced the value of sixteen 
leading stocks $213,411,576, was not in the 
remotest degree the result of recommenda- 
tions in the Presidents message, or the 
proposed policy of the republican party. 
Neither can it be laid wholly at the door 
of Mr. Snwson, although be contributed 
his influence. The market was weak be- 
cause it bad become stale, that is, stocks 
had been forced up to their full measure of 
and n reaction was sure to follow. When 
the toppling began tbe usual financial 
[cyclone was witnessed in the stock exchange 
/' — ' But as the business, banking nnd manu- 
facturing conditions of the country are 
sound, backed by tremendous crops and 
vast orders for manufactured articles, tbe 
stock market will soon find its normal lev- 
el, and tbe shorn lambs can .once more 
gamble and feed in May-green pastures. 
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Not many ycar3 ago bank robbing was 
a successful occupation for crooks and 
thieves. This is now comparatively rare 
owing to .the improved methods of con- 
structing bank buildings, and the use of 
burglar proof snfes nnd vaults. Post offices 
bave taken tbe place of the old time banks 
and present a wide and easy field for tbn 
.JjprgtarV' During the lant fiscal year no 
less than 1 -VjS post offices in this country 
were robbed, or at tbe rate of over four 
each day. In addition to these crimes 940 
street and rural free delivery boxes were 
rifled of their contents. Exactly how to 
account for this increase of crime may be 
difficult, but it is plain that postoffices are 
not protected as tbeysbould he. Since tbe 
post ^office is a government institution, 
destined to exist as long as tbe govern- 
ment itself why not begin to make it per- 
manent, safe and secure from burglars. 



Ex-Ambnsaiidor Andrew D. Whito, 
agrees with president Roosvelt in deplor- 
ing tbe laws delay, especially iu crimnnl 
cases. He says crime is crime and it is 
somebody's duty to make its prosecution 
more speedy and less intricate. Even the 
Government, when prosecutor, as in tbe 
case of Beavers, Mnchcn, droit, nnd many 
others, finds it impossible to expediate tbe 
trial aud secure the prompt currying out 
of the sentence. Mr.JtVhite says that in 
regard to this matter he prefers evolution 
to revolution. It is ncknowlcdcd that high 
crime is more frequent in this country 
than any where ebe in the world, save only 
Sicily. Since we nre in the habit of cal- 
ling down other peoples who comuiitt 
crimes, this is a eeriaus indictment for. a 
nation which prides itself upon its inteli* 
genceand Christianity. 



There is at least one Englishmen, Sir 
Alfred Mosley, who after an exhaustive 
study of conditions in this country, does 
not hesitate to say that the prosperity of 
the United States is wonderful. Her 
progress he adds, will be stendily and 
rapidly upward, and he predicts that dur- 
ing the next generation tbe commercial 
and idealistic nchiuvemsnts of America 
may fairly stagger humanity. All this is 
largely owing to a free republican form 
of government supplimented by a scienti- 
fic and practical system of education, 
Give the people a square deal and equal 
opportunity, and progress will take aire of 
itself.

PLOT TO *CILL THE CZAR. 

Suasian Secret Service Men Claim to 
Hiivc Discovered Such, 

Riissiiui secret service agents claim to 
have discovered a new and alarmingly 
formidable plot to assassinate the Cr.nr. 
Tlie discovery, coming at the same time 
with the frantic auti-wur denionstitUion 
lit front of the Governor's luilucc at 
Moscow, has caused great excitement. 

The secret service hay discovered Unit 
the plot to assassinate the Czar ami 
other Russian leaders, was laid in 1'lng- 
latul. ami hurried requests were setit to 
the police of London, Manchester ami 
Liver] and to seize the plotters. It Is now 
known that many, perhaps nil, of the 
plotters tied Bnghiml before the wii ru- 
ing reached the secret police there, and 
tl;py"tire believed to have reached Rus- 
sia on their errand of murder. 

The wild unrest, following live stu- 
dents^ riots ami auli-war Hois in Moscow, 
St, Petersburg nml other Uusslati cities 
will, It is feared, serve. to hide the plot- 
ters until they can make their attempt 
on the life of the Czar ami his minis- 
ters, 

The plot, it is declared, was discovered 
tli rough the seizure of Incriminating cor- 
respondence, between plotters In Moscow 
and in Mil n Chester, Kagliunl, and the 
two men wanted at Manchester had lied 
before they could be apprehended. 

Four, persons were killed and sixty 
wounded during the battles between the 
troops ttiid the ,'t.OOO students assembled 
hi front of the Governor's palace in Mos- 
cow. Three hundred have been nrrest- 
cd, Mo.e than 11.004) students participat- 
ed in the riots and they were not dis- 
persed until after the police bad made 
savage attacks with drawn sabers mid 
had tired several volleys into the crowd. 

The authorities knew la advance that 
trouble was impending, ami several 
K<iuadrons of mounted gendarmerie were 
concealed in the court yards of houses, 
ready for nu emergency.

In the Frrsbyteriau church the In-

The Southern Presbyte- 
rian church, a smaller body than tlm 
Northern, having huLi::tO.SS8 members, 
gain I'd 1' per cent last year.

or almost as milch as the estimated ratio 
of population growth, For the previous 
year the Melliodlsl ratio was only 1 per 
tent.

MANY CHILDREN PLUNGED INTO 
, AN ICY RIVER. 



Ills Suspension Structure nt Clmrl**-

At Charleston-,' W. Vn. ( the suspen- 
sion bridge connecting East and West 
Charleston fell through, precipitating 
six teams and a number of school chil- 
dren, estimated variously from a dozen 
to thirty, Into the ice-covered wutcrs, 
some fifty' feet below. Tho bridge fell 
with a sudden crash about 8:30 o'clock 
In the morning, Just 'as the vehicles 
containing the children were lu its cen- 
ter. Tho bridge turned turtle ns It 
went do wit and tlie floor was thrown 
amid the ice floes a little below the 

'place of crossing. 

The nlr was illlod with cries of hor- 
ror. The carriages struck the water 
with a sph'ish, and then began «m aw- 
ful Btruggle In tho water. Boys, half 
crazed, struck the girls ami forced 
them back, endeavoring themselves to 
catch hold of the carriages which 
were half afloat These supports were 
frail, however, hut they kept some 
alive until rescue arrived. 

Boats were secured, but by the time 
these reached the victims who remain- 
ed struggling lu the water, a largo 
number had perished, rarcnts of the 
children were notified, and came to the 
bank, mothers ha if- fain ting and fa- 
thers pale and anxlouti. There were 
many pnthellc scenes as parents recog- 
nized the dripping forms as they were 
brought to si lore. 

Of thirteen horses on the bridge 
■when it fell twelve wore drovvned- 
Gordon Long and Tom Mlcble, drivers, 
went down with tho bridge, but caught 

.the edge of the Ice and managed to 
reach shore lu safety. The bridge floor 
was covered with several Inches of ice 
and snow. The structure, which was 
built In 18.12, has been considered un- 
safe for heavy loads for several 
months, and' on Inst Labor day tlie of- 
ficers would not allow the floats lu the 
parade to cross the bridge on account 
of its supposed unsafe condition.

rThc child labor law of Illinois is to 
bu enforced lu all the coal mines of the 
State. Under the interpretation of Uia 
InW innde by Factory Inspector Edgar 
T. Davits and huh tallied by the courts no 
boys under 10 years of age will be per- 
mitted to work in tlio mines. It Is' esti- 
mated the enforcement of the statute- will 
take 2,000 boys away from employment 
underground. There are 073 coal lulnea 
In the Statu. With a force of Inspec- 
tors only sulllcleiit for .factories and 
stores, Inspector Davlcs declares tho 
most troublesome quest ion ho has to solve 
is how to iiinke the inspections. 'The 
general child labor law In effect July 1, 
100.'!, was at first held by the mine opera- 
tors not to apply to. the coal mines be- 
en use a special act covered them. The 
factory Inspector, contended that the'now 
measure was of universal application 
throughout Hie Slate. One section pro- 
vides that no children under 30 years 
of age shall be employed nt any hazard- 
ous occupation, which, Air. Da vies main- 
tained, excluded them from the mines. 
A test case was taken to the Appellate 
Court from Macoupin county, and the In- 
spector, was. sustained.

It Is made from Brnzillnu quartz 
pebbles heated red hot and then thrown 
Into distilled witter. Then the purest 
pieces am selected and welded with the 
oxyhydrogeii blowpipe Into long stems 
like straws, from which glass vesscle 
of any shape can be made. Thus far 
this quart;'. ghiFK hns been employed 
chiefly for making laboratory nppnmtliR. 
A test tube made in this wny will not 
hrcak when a whltt-hot coal is dropped 
iuto It. 

What Is believed to bo the largest de- 
posit of tungsten In tho world has been 
uncovered In Boulder county, between 
Eldorn and Ncderhind, Colo. The mln- 
eml assays from $1S to 9*100 a tan, nud 
Is valuable in connection with tho man- 
ufacturing of Iron and steel.

The best farm era lu the world, the 
Dunes, practically use no commercial 
fertilizer^ but they rely almost whol- 
ly on stable manure. ProrcsHor Ken- 
nedy tells us how they save nnd apply 
it. They keep the sol hi lniiuuro In one 
viit nnd the liquid In another, the hit- 
ter of which Is drawn off by building 
the cisterns high above the place 
where it Is to be drawn off. Every 
pnrtlcle of the liquid inmnire is saved 
nnd applied to the laud. The sewage 
of creunicrloH : and bacon factories Is 
also saved Tor fertilizing purposes and 
applied to the hind. We may not be 
compelled to do Ibis, but there Is it 
lesson here for us. 



The feeding of oils to milch cows til 
the Hnteli Experiment Station pro- 
duced rather interesting results. The 
oil bad a tendency to Incrense the 
amount of butter Tut ut flint, but after 
a short time the per cent of butter fnt 
fell to about the usual amount. When 
the feeding of the oils wim discontin- 
ued the per cent of fat fell off, show- 
ing thnt the cows hntl eoiiie to depend 
on the oils as upon it stimulant, and 
It would be some time before the nor- 
mal proportion of butter fat would re- 
turn. The principal conclusion \y'iw 
thnt the only profitable way to In- 
crease the amount of butter fat I,-. 
from good food and good care.' but th:» 
natural per cent of eaeh cow could nut 
be changed to any great est cut. '

Muuy Htieh growers have 'found. su«-<\ 
ecus In continuing the raising of cow- 
peas, but plowing under only the roots ^ 
and feeding the vines and grain to 
stuck and using the manure on thu 
fields. Such men ehilin Ilml they get 
nearly as much nitrogen in the ground 
by plowing under the roots and tbut 
(he vines unil grain are too valuable as 
food to plow under. In other words, 
the eombl nation of the 'roots plowed 
under ami the feeding of I he viu^s 
and grid us and (he use of the manure 
gives them u richer soil than by the 
other plan. This Is well worth investi- 
gating by actual trial on one's own 
soil. 
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Almost every fanner knows thnt tha 
closer grain is sown, the greater the 
proportion of the straw to the grain, 
tlie only exceptions being when condi- 
tions are such that the strnw Is very 
short, while grain 'is large and plump. 
This may depend in pnrt upon the sea- 
son, but lu some cuses is due to there 
being but little nitrogen In the fer- 
tiliser to stimuli*. te growth of straw 
and plenty of phosphoric acid to In- 
crease size of grain. Tho Main Ex- 
periment Station Iuih useer tul tied an- 
other point by growing one. live ami 
eight stalks of grain la pots of the 
siituc size, using oats and spring 
wheat. They found that 'the grain 
whore there were live stalks in n pot 
contained but 8OV1 per cent nitrogen 
ami ST',-12 per cent as much nutritive 
value as those where one stalk grew 
alone, while where eight plants were 
in the pot, there was only 70.1 per cent 
nitrogen nnd 70.01 per cent nutritive 
value ns compared with the single 
stalk. 



Kecoinu CIcmii Hoes, 

If one has a bog that roots, then 
ring hi in or her. and that trouble will 
be over. As u inn Iter of fact, only; a 
small proportion of bogs care to root 
if they are well raised, given sha do 
In summer, plenty of variety In food, 
a warm bed in winter nml good water * 
to drink. The same Ibtng applies' to 
u allowing. Of course. If a bog makes 
a place In the soil lu which to lie, and 
the min lills the hole with water, then 
the animal will wallow, but what Is 
easier Uian to fill in tlie depression 
with soil nud break up the wallowing 
liiiblt? if one expects to keep the bog 
grounds free from llllh mid stench 'nu 
lie does his stables, let hlin £lvc Uiem 
the snine cure, and there will be no 
trouble. The writer knows of n hog 
farm whose owner makes u most com- 
fortable profit yearly with young pork 
because be advertises In local papers, 
aiid Invites the public lo visit tlio 
farm find see the cleanly manner InV 
which the anlmuls lire raised. Ow- 
ing to the proximity of the farm to 
the town, ninny take advantage or tho 
offer, visit the fnnn nud become regu- 
lar customers. This Is one of the ninny 
ways of making the farm pay, 



Root Cropri to Cows, 
Those who linve fed root crops to 
cows, nnd especially have fed ruta- 
bagas, will understand their value, and 
those who oppose the feeding of root 
crops have either fed tlioiu Improper- 
ly or have given thein to the iiuluinl 
when she was already well fed with 
grain. While It Is not Intended to ad- 
vocate the feeding of root crops ns a 
substitute for regular rations, it is n 



fnct Unit they°nilglit be more* largely 
fed tbnn they are with ti correspond- 
ing decrease in the feeding of hit,v oi* 
grain. A good plan In feeding ruta- 
bagas is to cut them up In sin nil ploein 
nnd mix them with the grain feed, 
giving tbem the ration at night. In 
the morning the bay ration can bu 
somewhat reduced as a reshlt, nml if 
one has' sufficient of thu root crops an- 
other liberal feeding could be given 
at noon. 

As to the quantity- of rutabagas 
safe to feed a cow this depends some- 
what on the it til inn I, but more on the 
dnlly ration or oUier tilings. Gener- 
ally speaking, n peck or so a day will 
keep the animal In good condition n» 
to her digestive organs, though It' will 
not he sufliclcnt to materially decrease 
the regular ration. Some dairymen 
feed it bushel a day safely nnd find 
they en n ret] nee the bny and grain ra- 
tions In consequence and the cow be 
all the better for It. Boot crop feed- 
ing Is well worth experimenting with. 
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Rcdiicine the Loon of Plfpt. 
• One of the sources of loss In pig 
raising Is the number of dent lis at far- 
rowing Unie due largely to < (lie luck 
of some Important element In tlie 
mnko-up of the mother u-blcli probably 
could have been controlled by the feed- 
ing, Experiments "have shown Unit 
blood meal Is one of tlie most Impor- 
tant feeds for both mother ami yoiiiig. 
but It must be given intelligently or It 
la likely to prove of little use. Of 
course, It Is understood that (he main 
loss of the pigs comes through the 
scours nnd lids is controlled by feed- 
ing the mother blood meal. 

Then, too, the' care of I lie young pig 
bus nvuelt to do wtlh Us progress, par- 
ticularly during the (Inst week of Us 
life, and If there Is anyUilng 
that it needs more than another 
nt this time It Is u dry, warm nnd 
clean boil. The importance of this can 
not bo overestimated, and if one will 
give this point the attention It do- 
.mauds he will see a radical difference 
In the health of lite progeny. 



Feed lug; Cow pens. 

As growers become fa in i J In r with 
cowpeas there seems to bo consldcrn- 
blo difference of opinion ns to how 
both jiens and vines can be used to 
tlie best mlvnntnge. It lins been gen- 
erally believed that the chief value of 
Ute cowpeas, was plowing thein under 
in order to give lo the soil the nitrogen 
absorbed by Uio plant In the process 
of growing; there Is no doubt but 
what tills plan Is a safe one on most 
poor soils, but many. who liavo prac- 
ticed It have become so enamored of 
cowpon culture that they dlsllko to 
abandon the crop even when they have 



Blrtlu Save the Crops. 

If tlie army of the birds wore d«j- 
fitroyed, It has been estimated Unit in 
the course of nine years the world 
could not be inhabited by liiuu, and, 
lu spite of all the sprays and poisons 
that could be ninnufacturcd for the de- 
struction of liiBcets, All crops, alt 
fruits, everything which supports lni- 
mau life, would, In u comparatively 
short period of time, be destroyed by 
slugs and bisects. 

In some parts of (be United Stntcs 
ii bounty Is placed on Uiu head of the 
red shouldered hawk nnd a few other 
birds, but it Is the conclusion of ttiosu 
who have examined Into the ease that 
If the bounty could be $500 tine on 
those who kill the bird, instead of 25 
cents to the bird slayer, our laws 
would operate on the right side. 

A redstart bus been known to cat 
000 dies mi hour, and a blackcap has 
destroyed 200 green tiles from n rose- 
bush In u green house in a Jew houre, 
The wren feeds her young thirty-six 
times an hour. 

A young robin kept in captivity re- 
quired sixty earth worms a day, nnd 
a pair of blue Jays wero once fed n 
half it, million caterpillars lu one sea- 
sou'. 

Tho slomncb of a newly hntchcJ 
Hrd is merely a membra neons sac 
with Utile muscular development, and 
so required soft, digestible material 
like plump spiders or cut-worms. As 
the stomach develops the diet changed 
and hard Insects, such ns beetles, can' 
be used. 

The babltB of -the chipping sparrow 
have been closely watched, and it was 
found thnt Uio pnrcnt began feedlug 
tho nestlings nt a few minutes before

He Works Fourteen Hours a Day and 
Gets About Five Shillings Pay. 
There erg In London 2,711 cab pro- 
prietors, and of these 2,224 own fewer 
than five vehicles. Bays a writer In. 
Outing. As you see, it is a poor man's 
Industry. ( .- 

The average prlco for hiring a cab 
Is 12 shillings and 3 pence a day. In 
addition the cabman has to .pay the 
yard fees. He gets two horses a day 
and' Is usually fourteen hours on Ihfi 
box. His license costs hi ni Ave eh ti- 
lings a year, The tax of £2 on tbe 
cab nnd tho 15-sljining wheel duty are 
paid by the owner. Taking It day in 
and day out, the cabby makes about 
6 shillings a day. In the season he 
may take ]n more money, but as the 
hire Is raised on him it comes to the 
same thing. If he Is not content- 
aid there Is no reason why ho should 
be — he. does not grumble unduly- ' 

Every day In London iitt.000 people 
rh'9 In cabs'. Of course there Is frlc- 
ttca nnd there Is a deal of noisy quar- 
re'lng over fares, but so tanas my ex- 
perience goes the cabby ia?.usually

Bertlllon System Extended to Include. 
New Device. 

The measurements Invented by M, 
Bertlllon for the Identification of crim- 
inals liave been extended by tbe sys- 
tem of finger-mark Identification, 
which Is based on the Bertlllon con- 
tention thnt tho lines on the skin of 
tho linger tip do not alter,- says the 
New York World. If tho skin be- 
comes worn away tho lines will repeat 
themselves. This method of recogni- 
tion is used In England, In Cairo, 
Dresden, Vienna and Buonos Ayres. 

It Is simpler than the older method 
of bodily measurements, "A metal 
plrtte is, covered wHh a liquid block 
pigment and the finger tip Is pressed 
on to It. The finger marks are mag- 
nified nnd the lines counted. Then

potatoes are. machined ,In such a man- 
ner thnt the jjlarcb Is 'separated from 
the cells that contain It. Water la 
uf-cd freely, carrying away the starch 
into settling vessels. It Is then re- 
fined, cleansed and dried. Tbo resl- 
duo Is fed to stock nnd also used "la , 
distilleries, breweries and sugar fac- 
tories. Potato flour Is largely used 
by the Israelites in this nnd other 
countries during tho Feast of the Pass- 
over, for iis wheat flour Is a strictly 
forbidden article during that festival, 
potato flour Is a welcome assistant to * 
tho housewife, who, In her preparation 
of "Pesach" dainties, flnda It capnhlo 
of transformation Into delicious cake.
